52. (Original) The method of claim 38, wherein the infectious disease is a bacterial, viral, 
retroviral, or parasitic disease. 
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53. (Currently Amended) A method of increasing apoptosis of a cell comprising 
contacting the cell with a compound of any of claims 1 36 claim 1 . 

54. (Currently Amended) A method for inhibiting PH domain binding comprising 
exposing a material containing an PH domain to a compound of any of claims 1 36 claim 
1. 

55. (Currently Amended) A method for determining the presence of a PH domain in a 
material comprising: 

(a) exposing a sample of said material to a PH domain binding compound and obtaining a 
first binding result; 

(b) exposing another sample of said material to a compound of any of claims 1 36 claim 1 
and obtaining a second binding result; and 

(c) comparing the first and second binding results to determine whether a PH domain is 
present in the material. 
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
